CARE VS. DECADENCE. 


Lack of Care, Fertilizer and Cultiva- 


tion Responsible fcr Non- 


Production. 


(Paper read before 
State 
Fruit 


Growers' convention at Pomona, by 
Prof. A. J. Cook of the biological de- 
partment of Pomona College.) 


Where in all nature do we see such 


excessive and persistent work as we 
annually witness in our citrus or- 
chards? 
No rest period and great 


crops year after year with almost 
no let up. The rose fancier dries 


off his ever-blooming favorites that 
rest may bring more and finer flow- 
ers. 
Our deciduous orchards 
have 


their winter 
lay-off, and in addition 


their off years. Usually each alter- 
nate year they are non-bearing. But 
our orange and lemon groves never 
ask for rest periods, never clamor for 
off years. In our best apple orchards 
the trees, even with their rest seasons 
and years 
are 
forced 
to 
modera 


tion. The expert apple grower neve/ 
leaves his trees to their own gauge 
of fruitfulness, but thins by pruning 
and picking the newly set fruit that 
the trees may not be overworked and 
lose their thrift and vigor, and that 
the fruit may be larger and of finer 
qualiy. 


I once heard Dr. Law, the dis- 


tinguished veterinarian, discourse on 
"milk fever." He urged that the new 
milker, be fed sparingly for two or 
three days. He said: 
"Parturition is 


a serious test of strength. Springing 
the milk adds greatly to the burden 
which is exaggerated by heavy feed- 
ing and if added to this the poor cow 
is impelled to digest a full ration, 
the burden is too great and she sinks 
under it. Here the heavy feed was 
the "last straw." May we not apply 
the same philosophy to our citrus 
orchards and may there not be many 
"last straws" to press with crushing 
weight in some 
of 
our 
cherished 


groves? Some of you will remember 
that admirable address by our nestor 
in orange culture, C. C. Chapman, at 
the Seaside Insitute at Long Beach, 
in 1904. You remember with what 
urgency he insisted that every detail 
of care and management should be 
most scrupulously observed. Did he 
not have in mind the magnificent per- 
formance of our citrus groves, and 
was he not pleading for the elimi- 
nation; of these last straws? The ath- 
lete is called to his ufinost endeavor 
as he enters the contest, and he 
knows that success only comes when 
he forces himself to observe to the 
letter every rule of diatetics 
and 


hygiene. Our citrus groves are always 
heavily weighted with work. Shall 
we not stand between them and ev- 
ery extra burden? It is the over-load 
that forces the stream to fling down 
its burden. Are ,we wise if we do 
not make every effort to prevent the 
over-load in our citrus groves? 


I do not believe that our best or- 


ange and lemon groves are 
suffer- 


ing decadence. 
Their 
owners 
are 


alive to every minutest 
detail of 


care .and management and the over- 
load, the "last straw", is pushed aside. 
As the high-bred Jersey and the sen- 
sative thoroughbred horse must have 
and deserve extra care, so our won- 
derful 
citfrus trees must have the 


best and most vigilant care of brainy 
men. 
With this our 
beautiful cit- 


rus groves will increase in beauty, 
vigor, and productivity. 


If there be decadence in any groves 


I feel sure that neglect is its parent. 
Are these great workers always well 
fed? Is the life-giving water always 
present in ample quantity? Are the 
leaves and fruit ever strained with 
smut, symbol that the blighting in- 
sects are adding many and weighty 
straws? 
Is there lack of cooperation 


that all may work together to stand 
off the frost evil that essays to crush 
our pets of the orchard? 


In closing, I wish to emphasize 


one neglect that I believe is some- 
times present in some of our well-man- 
aged groves. I refer to faulty cul- 
tivation. 
I know of one large or- 


chard in Southern California, which 
1 have visited several times this sum- 
mer, that is a marvel of thrift, vigor, 
beauty and productiveness. It is also 
a marvel of deep, generous and thor- 
ough cultivation and that close up 
to all the trees. 
It should be said 


that in this orchard are all kinds of 
soil from light sand to heavy clay, 
but everywhere the cultivation is well 
nigh perfect. It is not imperatively 
necessary to the best thrift and vigor 
of our trees and to their productivity 
as well, that our orchards show a 
deep, fine earth mulch all the sum- 
mer through. 
This even more to 


aerate the soil and to promote bac- 
terial activity than to conserve mois- 
ture. 
In clay soil, especially where 


t:;e hir.il is lo\v and 
I'.ai, and inon-.- 


r-Mp-jciaily if there is f a u l t y drainage 


• ecau^p of a heavy rlay sub-soil, this 
thorough tillage close to the trees 
is all the more called for. Is not one 
reason why our groves on gravelly or 


stony ground are often so surprising- 
ly productive and satisfactory because 
they are so well aerated and so well 
drained? Are not some of the blights, 
possibly like wither-tip, gummosis and 
sclerotinia 
induced, or at least en- 


couraged by thl" lack of the proper 
cultivation? I fully believe it. Show 
me an orchard that never knew stunt, 
and properly irrigated, and most im- 
portant, 
thoroughly 
drained, 
and 


aerated by always carrying a deep, 
fine dry earth mulch never less than 
four inches deep, better six, and you 
will show me a grove that will very 
rarely show the presence of blight 
or any sign of decadence. This will 
require 
the 
heading of the trees 


high enough to cultivate thoroughly 
close to them. I believe that Mr. 
Chapman is sane and wise in his 
practice of trimming his trees up 
from the ground so that the cultivator 
can work under them. 
Suppose that 


it does take a little of the bearing 
wood. Goodness knows the trees will 
do enough and we leave the ground 
hard and baked for a wide space 
about the trunk of the tree. 
The 


trees by their colossal effort to swell 
the pocketbooks of their owners, have 
earned a right to all the soil and 
should not be forced to subsist sim- 
ply on the limited area between the 
closely set trees. I am so sure that 
this cannot be neglected, especially 
on low flat clay soils, that I cannot 
refrain 
from 
speaking 
with 
great 


earnestness as I plead for better cul- 
tivation of the entire orchard, not 
omitting the space close about the 
trees.

Not Up To Last Year. 


Shipments of citrus fruits from all 


points in Southern California for the 
season to date are 
28,862 cars, of 


which 4,306 were lemons. 
Shipments 


to 'the same date last season warn 
36,174 cars, of which 5,891 were lem- 
ons. 


There is no change in the Valencia 


orange market and the demand is 
very light. They remain practically 
the same as they have for weeks 
past. 
Shippers are becoming some- 


what discouraged, but still believe 
that higher prices are to be expected 
in the near future. 


In most of the markets deciduous 


fruits have a large sals and oranges 
are going slowly. Shipments of or- 
anges have decrease)! steadily nnd 
probably not more than 17 cars daily 
are going out at the present time.— 
Pullerton News. 


Green Valenclas. 


A few months ago, Mr. Woodford, 


general manager 
of the 
California 


Fruit Growers' Exchange, addressed 
the Farmers' Club of Covina. In his 
talk he made the remark that the 
growers ought to raise better 
fruit. 


Did the growers take heed? No, they 
did not. \Ve are just finishing a crop 
of Valenclas that are the poorest color 
ever seen. The meat of the fruit, is all 
right and on account of the shortage 
of fruit the prices were much better 
than last year. 


What is the cause of these green 


Valencias? A good many people say 
it is a weather condition. I do not 
think so. Not long ago I was talking 
with a fertilizer man, and ho told me 
that in a sandy soil it was much better 
to use blood for nitrogen than nitrate 
of soda because nitrate of soda would 
leach through the soil. As the feeders 
of an orange tree go down about 30 
inches, and of this 30 inches you cul- 
tivate from 4 to 6 inches, it does look 
reasonable that this might happen. 
You put on phosphoric acid in the 
fall to set a large crop. Did you ever 
notice that after a season of heavy 
rainfall your Valencias were yellow 
and that after a season of light rain- 
fall your Valencias were green? Does 
it not look possible that you lose the 
phosphoric acid condition by heavy 
rainfall, while you retain the same by 
a season of lighter rainfall? 


During the season of 1906-1907 we 


had a very rainy season. The summer 
following we find yellow Valencias 
with a fair crop set. Season 1907-08 
was far less rain, the Valencias were 
green, and the largest crop of fruit 
set we had had for many years. The 
season 1908-09, again a very rainy sea- 
son; the Valencias were yellow and 
only a fair crop set, and the season 
1909-10, with less rain, we find green 
Valencias and a bumper crop set. 


Does it not look to you as if the 


phosphoric acid condition of the soil 
had a tendency to keep the Valencias 
green?

TIME TO WAKE UP. 


Echoee of the old county division fight have long since been dis- 


sipated into thin air. But here we are this week, discussing the con- 
solidation of county government with that of Los Angeles city, and 
should this come about, the division of the county will undoubtedly 
take place, and along similiar lines to those proposed when Los An- 
geJes so strongly fought the move. 


Mayor Alexander has started the machinery working with an an- 


nouncement that he will call a meeting for the purpose of setting this 
matter before the people of the county, and although the date is not 
set, IT 15 HIGH TIME THIS END OF THE COUNTY WAS MAKING 
READY TO BE REPRESENTED AT THIS MEETING. 


The mayor of Los Angeles is evidently In favor of a government 


along similar lines to that of San Francisco City and San Francisco 
County, which is under one government, the difference being that the 
Los Angeles consolidation would probably never reach the high state 
cf efficiency in graft that the more gifted community of the north has 
attained. 
The point, however, for the people east of the San Gabriel 


river to consider, is that a meeting is to be called that will launch 
this project. 
It may be that this consolidation would be a splendid 


thing for this section, and for all concerned. 
It may be that it will 


grease the wheels of progress; make our county legislation less cum- 
bersome. It may be that it will not be the proper move. That is a mat- 
ter to come before this meeting and to come up during the coming 
agitations. 
It is not to be discussed now. 


The point to be considered is, that if we are to expect to get fair 


treatment at this meeting and subsequent ones, we must act now. 
There must be a meeting called, consisting of representative people 
from the cities east of the San Gabriel river, which will appoint a 
joint committee that will represent the interests of this end of the 
county at Mayor Alexander's meeting. 
Otherwise we may be legis- 


lated into a corner, and a tight-fitting one at that. For this legislation 
will be for the purpose of preparing a measure to go before the next 
meeting of the state legislature. Those who are active in this cam- 
paign will be most likely to receive what they want, and there is no 
question but that the city of Los Angeles will look after its own inter- 
ests, inasmuch as it is taking the initiative. 


Through the establishment of a joint government of city and 


county, the cities and towns lying east of the San Gabriel River would 
be very likely last in receiving benefits and improvements. 
We could 


not hope to be supplied with Owens River water; we would not get 
electric power from this great acqueduct excepting by the payment for 
its long transmission, which would probably be prohibitive. 
The bene- 


fits to accrue to us do not appear just now on the surface. 


But whatever the outcome, there should be representatives called 


together from the cities in this section of the county. These include 
the cities and towns of Pomona, Covina, Claremont, Lordsburg, La 
Verne, San Dimas, Glendora, Azusa, Duarte. Monrovia, Spadra, Lemon, 
Puer.te, Rowland, El Monte, Whittier and other smaller communities. 
The editor of the Argus suggests that this meeting can be held with a 
good certainty of harmony by making Covina the meeting place. 
But 


this point is not one to be over pressed—the necessity is that of hold- 
ing a meeting, and doing it at once. 


The question cf the advisability of forming a new county comes up 


earlier than we expected. 
It was bound to come sooner or later, but 


Los Angeles, either for our ultimate good or for their immediate own, 
(it does not matter which, has launched the project. 
We were here 


and represented when the other division fight was on. 
We will be 


here and represented in the new shuffle. 
The Covina Chamber of 


Commerce is to take immediate action. 
Other cities east of the San 


Gabriel—what are you going to do about it?

SCHOOLHOUSE IS DEDICATED. 


West Covina Has New Building and 


Los Angeles Young Lady Is in 


Charge of Pupils. 


Set, in a walnut grove, where five 


years ago nothing but the bare barley 
plains were to be seen, a new school- 
house has been erected at a cost of 
$5,000 at West Covina, and this week 
on Monday night the building was 
dedicated with fitting exercises, and 
school is now in full swing in the 
new home. 


The building is set some distance 


off the Puente road, in a section that 
is practically the center of the dis- 
trict. Five acres of land were pin- 
chased by the school board. The build- 
ing is built one story in height, but is 
wide and roomy inside. The main 
hallway runs through the center, and 
on each side are the main school 
rooms. The north room is now being 
used as a school room, and the other 
will be held in reserve until needed, 
in the meantime being thrown open to 
entertainments and public gatherings. 
There is ample room in every way for 
the accommodation of scholars, but 
the district is growing so rapidly, it is 
doubtful if the building will be any 
too large within a short time. The 
building is fitted with a small room 
to be used as a library. There is also 
a small reception room where guests 
may be made comfortable or to be 
used as a meeting room for the board 
of trustees. Besides these rooms there 
s one that will serve as a kitchen and 
general utility room. There are two 
nain entrances, making the hall one 
n which the scholars may march in 
and out from either end of the build- 
ng. The small schoolhouse that has 
done efficient service, is still situated 
on the land, and is being utilized by 
he school teacher as a home.

Editorial Association Meets at Santa 


Barbara and Two Rival Cities 


. Bury the Hatchet. 


At the meeting ot th° Southern Cal- 


ifornia Editorial Association at Santa 
Barbara last Sunday, the endorsement 
by directors of the Covina Chamber of 
Commerce of the ?5,000,OuO state tax 
levy for the support of the San Fran- 
cisco and San Diego expositions, was 
tendered to the assembled editors and 
exposition promoters, and was warmly 
applauded. The endorsement was set 
forth by J. L. Matthews, and was in 
keeping with the general trend of the 
meeting. 
The editorial association a- 


dopted the following resolutions: 


"Whereas, by virtue of an act of 


the Legislature of California in extra- 
ordinary. session assembled, the peo- 
ple of California will be enabled at 
the general election in 
November, 


next, to vote upon the proposition of 
levying a special tax upon the assess- 
ed property valuation of tne state to 
to the amount of $5,000,000, in and 
for the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition, to be held in San Fran- 
cisco in the year 1915, and whereas, 
we, the representatives of the press of 
Southern California in conference as- 
sembled, having deliberated together 
and having heard statements and ar- 
guments from representatives of the 
cities of San Francisco and San Diego, 
and having received satisfactory as- 
surance that the safest, highest and 
best financial, industrial and moral 
cond'tions will control the conduct ot 
the exposition, therefore, be it resolv- 
ed: 


"Resolved, thet we request 
our 


tives of the press ot Southern Cali- 
fornia unqualifiedly indorse the pro- 
position and will give it our heartiest 
support, and be it further 


"Resolved jthat; we 
request our 


brethren of the press throughout all 
California, the Pacific Coast, and all 
the United States to cooperate with 
us in giving this matter the widest 
publicity." 


This levy amounts Ao fifty cents on 


$1000 for the next four years, or in 
other words, if a person owns $1000 
worth of property, there will be a tax 
of fifty cents on it each year for four 
years, to maintain the exposition in 
honor of the opening of the Panama 
Canal. One important feature of the 
plans of the exposition promoters is 
is that the railroads will make one 
rate from the east to any point in Cal- 


to the San Francisco fair or the ex- 
position in San Diego, may be sent to 
any point in the south or north, giving 
an opporunity for the whole state 
to entertain the hundreds of thou- 
sands of visitors who will be within 
our gates during the year of 1915. 


The editors were entertained at the 


Hotel Potter, where a banquet was 
held, presided over by president Jones 
of the Association. Among the ad- 
dresses made were those of James Me- 
Nabb and Frank Brown of San Fran- 
cisco and D. C. Collier of San Diego. 
The utmost harmony existed between 
the representatives of the two expo- 
sitions, and the keynote of the affair 
was to the effect that the work of 
preparing for the exposition should 
be done in a reciprocative manner. 
San Francisco itself is to raise ?5,- 
000,000 by a city levy, and the two 
cities will raise together an enormous 
private subscription, a large part of 
which has already been pledged.
